Monsieur Seweritski with 
his 208 Learned Siberian Wolf Hounds went through some choice 
Jumping Stunts as an opener, after which Mademoiselle Fluviette 
appeared. She held the calcium for some moments doing a series 
of tableaux with her pets who, it must be said, possess considerable 
histrionic ability. Asa windup Mademoiselle summoned Prince, her 
largest ’gator, to the side of the tank and standing on his head rode 
across dry shod.
